Mr. McAlister then in¬ 
troduced the guests of honor. Ross 
Ens, a high school student, then 
gave an interesting reading on the 
history of Lomond School. Mervin 
Liebreich, principal, expressed the 
feeling of the students and staff 
toward the new addition. 

School Committee Chairman J. 
M. McKay, School Superintendent 
Earl Hawkesworth and County 
Secretary-Treasurer D. D. Mc¬ 
Queen extended congratulations. 

A. Fraser then entertained with 
a piano solo and Allan McLeod 
with a vocal solo. Following this, 
presentations were made by the 


Goodwill and Community Clubs. 
The contractors and architects 
then presented a picture and map 
to the school. Two shields were 
presented by the Home and School 
Association on which were to be 
engraved the names of the Grade 
XII and Grade IX honor students 
each year. Mr. Liebreich accepted 
these awards for the school and 
expressed appreciation to the 
donors. 

The guest speaker, Hon. Rev. 
Peter Dawson, M.L.A., representa¬ 
tive of the Department of Educa¬ 
tion, was then introduced by J. M. 
McKay. Mr. Dawson spoke appro¬ 
priately of the importance of edu¬ 
cation in our society. He aptly 
traced the development of the Al¬ 
berta educational system, from the 
rural schools to the present 
modern schools. He discussed the 
cost of education and how it was 
borne toy the provincial govern¬ 
ment. He stressed the necessity of 
schools developing the students to 
the point where they are respon¬ 
sible citizens of oOr province and 
country. Following his speech, Rev.

Brucellosis Testing 
Program Starts Dec. 1 


Dr. A. E. Lewis, District Veterin¬ 
arian for the Health of AAnimals 
Division in Alberta, discussed their 
brucellosis area test and slaughter 
program with the Agricultural 
Service Board in Vulcan on Oct. 
18. It is expected that testing will 
start about Dec. 1, and will take 
about one year to complete. The 
County of Vulcan was gazetted a 
control area in April 1960. 

Under this program all owners 
must submit their cattle to a blood 
test. Tests aer not carried out on 
steers, calves under eight months 
and official vaccinates under three 
years of age are exempt at the 
first test of a herd. In most cases 
the blood samples are collected by 
trained technicians employed by 
practising veterinarians. 

Owners must provide satisfac¬ 
tory testing facilities and assist in¬ 
spectors by assembling the cattle 
and providing whatever additional 
help may be required to carry out 
the test. 

The blood samples are tested at 
the federal laboratory in Leth¬ 
bridge and animals that prove 
positive to the test are ordered 
slaughtered by veterinary inspec¬ 
tors . of the. Health of Animals 
Division. 

Compensation is paid for reactor 
cattle — the maximum for grade 
cattle is $70 and for purebred re¬ 
gistered cattle $140. As maximum 
compensation is intended for out¬ 
standing cattle, compensation for 
most reactor cattle is less than 
the maximum. Evaluation for com¬ 
pensation purposes is done by 
veterinary inspectors and is based 


on the age, conformation and 
future usefulness of the reactor 
animal. 

Herds with positive animals are 
quarantined until the herd passes 
a negative retest, however, the 
quarantine does not apply to 
steers and . calves under eight 
months. When a herd is under 
quarantine an owner may obtain a 
permit from the Health of Ani¬ 
mals Division to ship an animal 
for slaugher. 

Following the removal of reactor 
cattle, the owner must clean and 
disinfect his premises and when 
this work has been carried out an 
officer visits the premises to in¬ 
spect the work. When the clean¬ 
ing and disinfecting is carried out 
satisfactorily, the owner receives 
his compensation cheque from Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Reactors ore licensed to a pack¬ 
ing house under federal inspection 
and the owner receives the slaugh¬ 
ter value of the animal. Owners 
should accompany their reactors 
to make their own financial ar¬ 
rangements with the packing house 
buyers. 

Brucellosis calfhood vaccination 
will not eradicate the disease, how¬ 
ever, it has reduced the infection 
to the point where it is now feas¬ 
ible to follow through with a test 
and slaughter program to elimi¬ 
nate the disease from an area.

A toe rub¬ 
ber and footlet for the left foot 
and an old high hwt shoo for the 
right and brightly colored ankle 
socks completed the female en¬ 
semble. ' 

Starting with their hair which 
was combed so that it parted in 
the middle with half combed onto 
the forehead, and with a ribbon 
taking in any excess, the boys 
came down to brightly made up 
face with different colors for up¬ 
per and lower lips. A bikini and 
beach towel took care of the up¬ 
per body while a skort not more 
than a foot and a half long start¬ 
ed the lower half. One leg had 
nylon hose supported by a garter 
and the other leg remained bare 
and to finish the garb necklace 
and earrings were obligatory. 

All boys and girls equipped 
themselves with three-inch card¬ 
board collars, baby bottle and 
rattle and wore freshman signs 
with "kick me” printed on them. 

Shortly after noon, Friday, Vul¬ 
can citizenry were treated to this 
masquerade as the whole entour¬ 
age was sent downtown with the 
girls pulling the car of principal H. 
Mumby while the boys acted as

For the third time around Bill - 
Holton was elected president of 
the Vulcan and District Fish St 
Game Association for 1962 at the 
October meeting held in the Vul¬ 
can Cafe, Oct 25. Two new faces 
were added to the elected execu¬ 
tive when Glen Dahl accepted the 
vice-presidency and Reg Bomford 
took over secretary's duties. 

Three of the resolutions dis¬ 
cussed by the meeting were passed 
for presentation at the provincial 
Fish & Gome Convention next 
year.

In this regard one 
member cited a conversation he 
hod this season with a hunter front 
the United States who claimed in 
his locality the practice of opening 
the season on hens for a short 
period had proven beneficial to 
over-all pheasant population. Chief 
argument favoring open season on 
hens was that this would help 
eliminate older birds no longer 
fertile and who bother the younger 
hens and damage nests. The ideal 
ratio of male to female birds for 
breeding and how open season 
would affect this balance was one 
thought expressed concerning the 
resolution. 

Third resolution advocated an 
increase in the non-Canadian, non¬ 
resident fishing licence. 

Members were reminded that 
the goose, duck and pheasant derby 
is on with trophies up for winners, 
to be given at the annual banquet.

A question arising from a dis¬ 
cussion as to whether a farmer 
may shoot within 200 yards of 
his own buildings was answered by 
reference to the Game Act which 
states, "No person other than the 
owner or occupant shall hunt any 
game bird within 200 yards of an 
occupied dwelling.” 

Another argument over whether 
a farmer may hunt his land with¬ 
out a licence is answered from the 
same source as follows: A resident 
who (a) is the owner, home¬ 
steader or lessee of land that is 
used for farming or ranching pur¬ 
poses, and (b) actually resides and 
carries on the business of farming 
or ranching upon the said land or 
some part thereof, and any mem¬ 
ber of such resident's immediate 
family who actually resides on the 
said land, may without a licence 
or permit, hunt game birds during 
the open season therefor upon 
such land, but not elsewhere.

While the weather is still mild enough to do 
something about it might be a good time to register 
an overdue complaint about the water shut-off valves 
projecting an inch or so about the sidewalks in the 
downtown area. 

Just last week a lady stubbed her toe on one of 
these valves and suffered a bad fall, breaking her 
glasses and cutting and bruising her face. Other such 
incidents from the same cause have been reported and 
it would appear that something should be done im¬ 
mediately to correct this situation. 

The fact that the town may be covered by public 
liability insurance to protect itself against any suit 
that may arise out of such an accident is no excuse 
for doing nothing about this dangerous situation. In 
the interests of preventing such accidents and of good 
public relations, the valves should be lowered or the 
sidewalks built up around them.

Robert Gerding of Vulcan 
is one of more than 80 militiamen 
who have volunteered for full-time 
duty tor the next few months as 
instructors for the Army’s special 
national survival courses which be¬ 
gin Nov. 6. For the past two weeks 
the instructors have been brush¬ 
ing up on instructional techniques 
and taking practical courses in re¬ 
scue training at Camp Wainwright. 

Heading the local full time staff 
to handle the administration and 
training of the three six-week 
courses scheduled to be held at 
the Vulcan Armouries is Lieut.
